CAPT. MULLINS’ ADDRESS.
Delivered Decoration Doy, May S0th.

Mr. Commander and comrades of
my father, comrades of the Sprnish
American war, ladies of the Wom.
en’s Reliel Corps, ladies and gen.
tlemen: At the request of your
Commander and my comrades v
the Spanish- American war, 1 shall
try in a brief manner to respond
for those who offered their servives
in this war. We are deeply sensi
ble of the courtesy you have #o
kindly extended to us in the mem-
orial excreises this year, and we
thank you most cordially. We feel
it an honor to associate ourselves
with you on this soiemn occasion,
and we hope that our conduct has
been such a8 to impress upon yon
that we fecl the solemnity of the
oocasion and feel the same interest
in the beautiful and appropriate
ceremonies that you feel, Recent
events have given us a deeper in-
terest in memorial day services
than it was possible for us to feel
before. 1 bave ever felt a deep
and kindly regard for the soldiers
of the civil war, more especially so,
perhaps, a8 my father was a soldier
who served through most of the
oivil war; born in the south, edu-
oated in the south and the son of a
slave holder, he responded to the
oall of his country like you, and
contributed his bumble belp like a
brave soldier in the ranks that the
Uunion ghould not be severed, 1
am proud to be the son of a veteran
and to associate myself with veter-
ans of that great struggle. Happily
the bitterness of that memorable
struggle has passed away, and north
and south can enjoy together the
blessings of the fruits of your for-
titude and ocourage. You were
merciful to your vanquished enemy
and today be is grateful for the
flag you gave him. The fruits of
your achievements will bless gen-
eratione unborn, and enlighten peo-
ples now groping in darkness in
distant lands.  While the sacrifice
was terrible, the results are worth
the cost, and you must feel a deep
pride and satisfaction in knowing
that you did your duty as soldiers,
giving to humaunity the blessed
heritage of this great republic, We|
vounger soldiers honor you tor it,
and it may be corsoling to you to
feel that in your declining years
you have the sympathy of thone
who wo responded to their coun-
try’s oall, and oan appreciate some-
thing of the hardships,

It must have been gratifying to
you to see America’s young sons
respond so promptly t> the call of
President MoKinley, as you res
ponded to the call of the ygreatest

that ever lived, Abrabhrm Linocoln,
[t was but & sign of the permansncy
of our 1ostitutions and of the struc-
ture you built,

We bad, in this war, a different
enemy Lo fight,  You fought Am-
ericans and we fought Spaniards.
[ believe no soldier tights as  well
as the Amerioen, Our soldiers bore
their bardships uncomplamingly
and bravely, and many of them 1n
a distant land, The politicians
seem to have done the complaining.
Though thousands of miles away,
where news was old before getting
to us, there seemed to be universal
confidence in the government at
home. If some other nation should
take a hand, as it looked to us that
they might, we felt that there was
a firm and steady hand on the
throttle at Washington that would
leave nothing undone which this
mighty nation could do to proteot
her soldiers in a distant olime. 'I'he
war in which you engaged made
the Union one and inseparable.
This war has resulted in the exten-
sion of the civilizing influences of
this great christian nation to some
of the most unfortunate peoples on
the face of the earth, The result
will be for the betterment of man~
kind, and the future - generations
will bless the people who fought
this war; bless them tor the rnight
we gave them to enjoy life, liberty
snd the right to earn their bread
by honest toil, and enjoy the fruits
of their labor. 1 sincerely hope
that no political party will attempt
to make politios out of this war
and its inevitable results. It is
encouraging, however, to note the
unanymity with which people of all
pclitical parties have loyally sup-
ported the president and ocongross
in the prosecution of the war, and
I am proud that Nebraska has been
in the fore front of these support-
ers, Abraham Liocoln, supported
